EVERAL alert residents of G et­ 
tysburg have called attention 
to what they term an inaccurate 
statement of historic fact appear­ 
ing in an article entitled. “Lincoln 
Goes to Gettysburg," published in 
the July issue of tile Readers Di­ 
gest after being condensed from 
Carl Sandburg’s account of Lin­ 
coln’s trip to Gettysburg recently 
published in tile Red book maga­ 
zine. 
The Digest quotes Mr. Sandburg 
as writing “When Governor Cur­ 
tin of Pennsylvania set aside No­ 
vember 19, 1863, for the dedication 
of a national cemetery at Gettys­ 
burg. the only invitation President 
Lincoln received to attend the ex­ 
ercises wfas a printed circular.

Except for a few favored areas, 
the millions of acres of middle west 
farmlands which produce the na­ 
tion's greatest cash crop baked on 
for the fourteenth day in tempera­ 
tures which continued to top previ­ 
ous highs. 
Deaths

wave decreased somewhat in num­ 
ber. but mounted upward of 4,200 
to maintain a 300 daily average. 
A special agricultural department 
survey in Washington assured that 
despite the destruction of crops, the 
forthcoming twelve months would 
see no actual scarcity in food sup­ 
plies. H ie same report, however, es­ 
timated the domestic supplies would 
be about one percent under the 
Simitar June.
